REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Members of the Stratford School Board: 


I have the pleasure to submit for your consider- 
ation my fifth annual report of the Stratford schools. 
Changes 

At the close of the school year, June 1938, we lost 
Shirley Bryan by marriage. Her position was taken 
by Wilda Gray, a graduate of the Plymouth Normal 
School. Marion Crockett’s place at the Hollow was 
taken by Nellie Baker, a teacher of considerable ex- 
perience. . 
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Mrs. Lena J. Rich has taken a school in Dummer 
and the pupils from the Merrill school are transported 
to Stratford Hollow. Recently, Nellie Miche has been 
elected to a more lucrative position in Massachusetts 
which is much nearer her home. Miss Barbara Dickey 
has been selected to fill the vacancy. 

Repairs 

Only minor repairs have been made this year. 

The buildings are in good condition. 
Books and Supplies 

Most of the necessary supplies were purchased 
during the summer vacation in one large order with 
the other districts of the union. By so doing, a sub- 
stantial saving was made by the districts. 

A few changes were made in books. Other chang- 
es and some more supplementary books should be 
purchased during the coming summer. 

Equipment 

A much needed letter file has been purchased for 
the comercial department, also a long carriage type- 
writer. Some extra equipment in dishes has been se- 
cured for the department of home economies also a 
refrigerator and another sink added to comply with 
the requirements for us to qualify for Federal Aid in 
this department. 

Music 

We have the same arrangement for instrumental 
music as in previous years with Mr. G. E. Wentworth 
as instructor. The children, as a whole, are doing very 
well. 

The vocal music in the high school is under the 
direction of Miss Miche. In the grades, the music is 
taught by the teacher of the room or by exchange 
with another grade teacher and the results are quite 
satisfactory. 
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Sports 
Games of basketball, baseball, football and volley 
ball are played during the season adapted to the 
sport. Various games, during the activities period, 
are played by members of all grades. Skating on the 
made rink has been much enjoyed by pupils during the 
colder months. 
Health 


Miss Delia B. Hapgood, R. N., has made the re- 
quired examination of all children: She has done a 
great deal of follow up work which has resulted in 
many improvements. Several clinics have been held 
under her management. Miss Hapgood should be 
congratulated upon her ability to get results in her 
special field. It is quite impossible to evaluate her 
Services. 

Extra Activities 

Diagnostic and other tests are given in the upper 
grades and high school. Those who need it are given 
drills in the fundamentals in order to raise their 
standard of efficiency. Some very good results have 
been realized. The schools take part in various kinds 
of activities, such as, entertainments, plays, debating, 
public speaking and assembly programs. 

Lunches 


During the colder months of the year, something 
warm is prepared for the children who take their 
lunches to school both at North Stratford and Strat- 
ford Hollow. The warm dishes are very popular with 
the children. 

School Census 

The census taken last September, showed 219 
pupils in town between the ages of 5 and 16—103 boys 
and 116 girls. Of this number, 19 were not in school, 
viz: 15 between 5-8, two between 8-14 (one a cripple 
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and one in hospital), and two between 14-16 who had 
completed the work of the eighth grade. Total regis- 
tration in school is 281. Of this number, 44 were over 
sixteen and 37 live in other towns. 


Statistics 


From last year’s registers was gleaned the fol- 
lowing data: Total unrepeated registration 316; per 
cent of attendance 95.71; schools were actually in ses- 
sion 356 sessions; there were recorded 196 tardy marks; 
34 non-resident pupils in high school and 27 in elemen- 
tary schools; 39 elementary and 26 secondary pupils 
were transported at expense of district; there were 10 
school board meetings held; citizens made 110 visits 
to schools; and the superintendent was credited with 
498 visits. 


Perfect Attendance 


In the school year 1934-19385 there were 6 pupils 
who had a perfect attendance record; in 1935-1936 
there were 19; in 1936-1937 there were 21; and last 
year, 1937-1938, the following 54 named pupils had 
a perfect record: Stratford Hollow—Lawrence Blod- 
gett, George Robertson, Gertrude Stinson, Gloria Stin- 
son and Franklin Christie;. North Stratford—Miss 
Beal’s room—Joseph Goulet and Richard Tetreault ;
